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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant maintains that Naka Is not in the 
same field as applicant's invention. To the contrary, applicant's invention is directed to a cover and Naka is directed to a cover assembly 
as stated therein. Applicant further maintains that Naka is not pertinent to the problem of closing and sealing air ventilation openings in 
walls. However, Naka was not relied on for this stated problem but only for the teaching of ribs for reinforcement. Note, Allabaugh alone 
discloses a removable opening closure in house foundation. As to the recessed peripheral border with a plurality of holes, the recessed 
border of Allabaugh is considered by the Examiner to start inside adjacent the openings 14 to the lateral edge 9, 
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
